NOTE; The Applicants argues that Hunt does not disclose generating a version of the image based on a set of 
bitmap characteristics in response to a client request The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Hunt discloses that the data transmitted 
from the server to the client is customized in accordance with client supplied information (col. 2, lines 14-23). Additionally, a request for 
a higher quality image can be satisfied (col. 2, lines 23-25). Hunt also teaches a client request can include an image quality versus size 
tradeoff or a total image size and a requested quality level (col. 8, lines 29-45; col. 9, lines 38-43) Furthermore, Hunt discloses a system 
wherein the user can select image quality, physical size or resolution (col. 12, lines 36-43). 
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
